U.S. Tries to Get Syria Involved in Truce Deal

JERUSALEM — Israeli planes and artillery 
hammered Lebanon for the fifth day Monday, but 
Israeli and American officials reported that in- 
tensive contacts had begun in an effort to end the 
fighting, possibly by week’s end. 

A White House spokesman said that Secretary 
of State Warren M. Christopher, en route to East 
Asia, opened around of extensive talks Monday 
with Syrian. Lebanese and Israeli officials. At the 
same time, Israeli radio reported that the Iranian 
foreign miiusterwauld visit Damascus and Beirut 
within 48 hours. 


“The dance has begun. We hope the time is 
ripe." an Israeli official said, confirming that Mr. 
Christopher held lengthy Telephone talks Monday 
with Prune Minister Shimon Peres and Foreign 
Minister Ehud Barak, as well as Foreign Minister 
Farouk Shara of Syria and Prime Minister Rafik 
Hariri of Lebanon. 

In other moves, the French foreign minister, 
Hervfi de Charette, met in Israel with Mr. Peres and 
Mr. Barak, although Israeli commentators put little 
stock in his initiative. Mr. de Charette reportedly 
asked Foreign Minister Ali Akbar Velayafi of Iran 
to join in the efforts to hall the fighting, and Israeli 
Radio said Mr. Velayati would visit Damascus and 
Beirut within the next two days. Page 5.

Israeli officials said they believed a cease-fire 
agreement could be reached within two or three 
days, in time for residents who had fled from 
threatened regions of northern Israel to return to 
their homes by the national holiday next 
Monday.

DORKING. England — An 85-year- 
old retired carpenter will stand trial on 
charges of murdering Jews during 
World War n, a magistrate ruled 
Monday in Britain’s first Nazi war 
crimes case. 

After a 22-day hearing during which 
20 witnesses from several countries 
gave evidence. Magistrate Peter Badge 
ruled that there was enough evidence to 
try Szymou Serafimowicz on charges of 
killing three unidentified Jews m bis 
native Belarus in the early 1940s. 

Mr. Badge ordered Mr. Serafimow- 
icz. who is free on bail at his home 


southwest of London, to appear at Lon- 
don's Old Bailey court May 10. 

Mr. Serafimowicz, who entered Bri- 
tain in 1947 and became a British sub- 
ject, is the first person to be charged 
under the country’s 1991 War Crimes 
Act. ft authorizes the prosecution of 
alleged war criminals for Grimes not 
committed on British soil. Unlike the 
United States, Britain will not extradite 
suroected war criminals.

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AUGUSTA, Georgia — They say 
bullfighting is cruel and prizefighting 
inhumane. But what possible justi- 
fication can there be for what 
happened to Greg Norman on 
Sunday?

When the top-ranked golfer in the 
world takes a 6-shot lead into the final 
round of the Masters, then gets dusted 
head-to-head by 11 shots, 67-78, by 
Britain’s Nick Faldo, that is sport at its 
most remorselessly intense. No one 
has ever squandered so large a third- 
round lead in a major championship, 
not since they started counting in 
1 9 10. Five players had thrown away 5- 
sbot margins. But six? For this to 
befall a man who was already the most 
star-crossed of this century’s great 
players only compounds the pain. 

At any other entertainment, we 
know, within safe parameters, what 
might happen. In sports, and espe- 
cially in golf, there is no limit to what 
can go wrong. 

- In the case of the 41-year-old Nor- 
man, you can win 70 tournaments 
around the world, yet, in the three most 
important U.S. tournaments — the 
Masters, the Open and the PGA 
Championship — have a career record 
of 0-46. 

As they walked off the 18th green of 
the Augusta National, Faldo — who 
now has three of the green jackets 
given to the winner of the Masters — 
went to Norman and said: “I don't 
know what to say. I just want to give 
you a bug." 

“That brought tears to my eyes and to his.” said Nor- 
man. who bad just suffered the worst collapse in Masters 
history, and, all things considered, perhaps the ugliest flop 
in the annals of modem golf. 4 T was extremely impressed. 
He has gone way up in my e stimati on. None of us pros 
wants to see what happened to me today happen to any 
player.” 

Norman has won many honors, including two British 
Opens, two Vardan Trophies for best scoring average, two

Japan Takes

Security 

Tokyo Will Pay Most 
Of the Cost of Closing 
Bases on Okinawa

TOKYO — The United States on 
Monday agreed to return ro Japan all or 
pan of 10 U.S. military installations on 
Okinawa, setting the stage for a visit by 
President Bill Clinton that officials are 
describing for both nations as “the most 
important summit meeting since the end 
of the Cold War." 

The United States will give up about. 
20 percent of (he land it occupies on 
Okinawa, moving a hospital, housing, 
huge communications antennas and 
runways. U.S. officials also agreed to 
eliminate live artillery drills over local 
roads, parachute training near residen- 
tial areas, noisy nighttime jet flights and 
other irritants that have angered Ok- 
inawans since the end of World War 

n. 

Perhaps the most striking aspect of 
the agreements, and others that will be 
announced by Mr. Clinton and Prime 
Minister Ryutaro Hashimoto during the 
visit that begins Tuesday, is die trend 
toward Japan becoming more of a part- 
ner in its own security. For nearly 50 
years, the United States has been almost 
fully responsible for the defense of foe 
country it bombed into ruins in World 
Warn. 

Defense Secretary William J. Perry 
said Japan will pay virtually all costs 
associated with the base closings and 
consolidations on Okinawa, except for 
the costs of sending jets and other equip- 
ment back to the United States. Reports 
in the Japanese news media said foe 
closing of the 1,200-acre Futenma Air 
Base alone could cost several billion 
dollars. 

The agreement also calls for Japan 
and the U.S. to share transportation, 
refueling, food, water, clothing, medical 
care, maintenance and even weapons 
parts during peacetime. More signific- 
ant, Mr. Hashimoto has agreed to study 
what Japan's military role would be 
during a war in East Asia involving U.S. 
troops. U.S. officials call that a remark- 
able breakthrough, given Japan’s long- 
held position that its constitution would 
prohibit any involvement in such a con- 
flict 

Mr. Perry said the agreements would 
not diminish U.S. military strength in 
the region. He said the U.S. planned to 
keep about 100.000 troops in East Asia, 
including about 47.000 in Japan. While 
a few jets will be returned to the United 
States, all other troops and equipment 
on the returned bases would be moved 
to other bases on Okinawa or on main- 
land Japan. The return of one of the 
bases. Futenma, was announced Friday, 
but on Monday the defense secretary 
revealed the total amount of land ana 
Installations involved. 

“Why didn't we do it a year ago, 5 
years ago, 10 years ago?" asked Mr. 
Perry, who signed the agreement 
Monday. ‘ 'Perhaps some good came out 
of this tragedy * referring to the rape of 
an Okinawan schoolgirl by three U-S. 
servicemen last fall that prompted a 
review that resulted in the agreements. 

“It was a wake-up call. Mr. Perry 
said. **It caused us, both the U.S. gov- 
ernment and the Japanese government, 
to look bard and very seriously at this 
question." He added: “I think it's had a 
happy outcome.” 

Okinawa's governor, Masahide Ota, 
a leading critic of the U.S. military here, 
said he was '‘grateful" for the agree- 
ment, although he said it did not go far 
enough. Mr. Ota has demanded mat all 
bases be closed by 2015. 

But, Ambassador Walter F. Mondale 
said, “We’ve tried to do every possible 
thing we could do to be good neighbors 
in Okinawa. But we still need bases, we 
still need readiness. If there's trouble, 
our people have to be prepared. We need 
ports, we need airports. If you don’t 
have that, you don 't have an alliance."

Gandhi’s Widow Dashes an Indian Town’s Hopes

A METHI, India — Only a few months 
ago, when Rajiv Gandhi's widow 
traveled from New Delhi to address a 
throng on the grassy common behind 
the bazaar here, this dusty town bubbled with 
excitement. Now there is a deep sadness blowing 
in the hot spring winds, as though something has 
slipped away and can never be replaced. 

On that August day, it did not matter that 
Sonia Gandhi hud been bom Italian or that yhg 
spoke fractured Hindi, or that her name has been 
linked to a decade-old corruption scandal that 
tarnished her husband, die former prune min- 
ister, and could still destroy what remains of 
what was once India's ruling political dynasty- 
All that mattered, amid shouts of "Sonia rule 
the country!" was that the most famous and 
elusive of die surviving Gandhis had returned. 

The speech that day, featuring die first polit- 
ical utterances Mrs. Gandhi, 49. has ever made in 
public, lighted a blaze of hope in this out-of-the- 
way town that was never much of anything until 
it became the parliamentary seat for two sons of 
Indira Gandhi, India' s prune minister for a total 
of IS years until her assassination in 1984. 

First Sanjay Gandhi, who was killed in a plane 
crash in 1980. then Rajiv Gandhi, who followed 
his brother as the local member of Parliament 
and his mother as prime minister, only to be 
assassinated in 1991. made Amethi one of the 
most favored towns in India. 

But the promise of August has turned to bitter 


of poor people in India for whom the 
Gandhis, with their populist politics and their 
links to India's struggle for freedom, became 
synonymous with hope. 

After two years of hints and feints that have 
tantalized many Indians and infuriated others, 
S onia Gandhi has derided — for the current 
general election at least, and many Indians think 
forever- — not to take the plunge. 

And many think that such aplunge might have 
been the only sure way the governing Congress 
Party — fee party of fee Gandhis, fee party that 
led India to independence in 1947, and the party 
that shows signs of being in deeper trouble now 
with many ordinary Indians than at any time in 
its history — could hang on to power. 

By resisting the siren calls of those who 
wanted her to contest the Amethi seat, or to have 
as die candidate her son, Rahul, 25, Mrs. Gandhi 
has taken a fateful step, for the Gandhi family as 
much as for the Congress Patty. 

What she has done, say many I ndians who 
have watched her closely since a suicide bomber 
kilted her husband during a campaign swing in 
the last election, is to lose or at least to jeopardize 
a position in which she has turned ho- widowhood 
into a font of virtually unchallengeable, if totally 
informal, power and protection tor the Gandhis.

Since 1991, the Amethi seat has been held for 
the Congress Party by Satish S harm a, who was a 
pilot with Rajiv Gandhi at Indian Airlines, the 
government-owned domestic carrier. 

Mr. Sharma, who has been oil minister in Mr. 
Rao's government, had said for months feat he 
would step aside for Mrs. Gandhi up to the 
moment nominations closed for the election, 
which is to be held over three voting days from 
April 27 to May 7. with results to be announced 
about May 14.

The relationship between Mrs. Gandhi and 
Mr. Rao has fascinated Indians from the moment 
that party elders, including Mr. Rao, reacted to 
Mr. Gandhi’s killing by offering his widow the 
Congress Party presidency — a post twinned 
wife tint of prime minister since the 1960s. 

Mrs. Gandhi refused, telling friends feat her 
only concerns were seeing that her husband’s 
memory was honored, and protecti n g her chil- 
dren. RxfeuL and a daughter, Priyanka.no w 23 and 
a kindergarten teacher in New Delhi. 

But Mrs. Gandhi soon found strains in her 
relations wife her husband’s successor. Her main 
grievance, friends say, was she believed feat Mr. 
Rao had not done enough to speed the trial and 
conviction of Mr. Gandhi’s killers, described by 
prosecutors as Tamil separatists from Sri I-anka , 
and feat he had not p unished officials respon- 
sible for removing Mr. Gandhi's government 
security guards after he was defeated in 1989. 

As tensions increased, the relationship be- 
tween Mr. Rao and Mrs. Gandhi became fee 
critical axis of Indian politics. Because at least 
two-feirds of fee Congress Party members of 
Parliament were s up p or ters of Mr. Gandhi’s. 
Mrs. Gandhi had the potential — or so most 
Indians, including Mr. Rao, seemed to believe — 
to mreftHt him as prime minister. 

But Mr. Rao also held a sword of Damocles 
over Mis. Gandhi, and a balance emerged. As 
prime minister, Mr. Rao has been in a position to 
speed, or delay, a process under which India has 
jxtitioned Swiss courts to release b ank documents 
said to identify fee recipients of $35 million in 
bribes paid to Indian politicians by fee Swedish 
arms company Bofors in the mid-1980s.

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Bomb Threat Delays South African Hearings travel update

EAST LONDON. South Africa — 
A bomb threat disrupted historic bear- 
ings Monday aimed at digging up fee 
secrets and healing fee wounds of the 
killings, torture and disappearances of 
apartheid-era South Africa. 

An hour after opening fee hearings 
of the Truth and Reconciliation Com- 
mission wife a prayer. Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu halted testimony and 
informed people in the packed aud- 
itorium feat a bomb threat had been 
phoned in and feat fee police would 
conduct a security sweep. 

“This is one of fee kinds of things 
we will have to deal with,” Arch- 
bishop Tutu said. "It makes all of us 
aware feat there are some people who 
will stop at nothing to prevent this 
commission from doing its work.” 


Archbishop Tutu, who clearly re- 
garded the threat as a hoax, noted feat 
the police had thoroughly searched 
fee building before the bearings. Most 
of fee crowd eventually shifted to 
an otter room for drinks and food as 
two police dogs sniffed the chamber 
for bombs. 

The police senior superintendent. 
Rene Hackart, said feat fee threats had 
been phoned to the police and to a 
newspaper. The callers appeared to be 
different people. 

Archbishop Tutu told fee police 
that he wanted a 24-hour guard cm fee 
baflding to ensure security: “Oth- 
erwise. we are going to keep allowing 
this to happen. I will not allow further 
interruptions.’’ 

The hearings and live television 
coverage resumed about 45 minutes 


after they stopped. Earlier, fee Nobel 
Peace laureate led the 17-member 
panel in a prayer seeking “wisdom 
and guidance as it commences the 
important work of redressing the 
many wrongs done.” 

Seven witnesses were scheduled to 
testify Monday, mostly relatives of 
anti-apartheid activists who disap- 
peared or were allegedly killed by fee 
security forces.

HOUSTON — Across Ohio recently, 
police chiefs and sheriffs received a 
letter from Ted A. AIrnay, superintend- 
ent of the state’s Bureau of Criminal 
Identification and Investigation.

Safety Gear 
Is Lacking 
In Air Force’s 
Transport Jets

WASHINGTON — Most U.S. Air 
Force transport planes, including the jet 
that crashed in Croatia and killed Com- 
merce Secretary Ronald H. Brown and 
34 others, could not be flown by U.S. 
commercial airlines because they lack 
some safety equipment required by the 
Federal Aviation Administration. 

In fact, air force VIP planes do nor 
meet the requirements the Pentagon im- 
poses on civilian aircraft it charters to 
cany troops and cargo. Had the Brown 
party’s T-43 A jet been civilian, it would 
have been rejected even for charter ser- 
vice to cany military rations. 

Military aircraft, along with those 
owned by state and local governments, 
are considered “public use” aircraft 
and therefore are not subject to certain 
.^FAA requirements. The military has 
rejected.all efforts since the FAA was 
created' in 1957 to bring its transport 
aircraft under FAA scrutiny. 

Officials of die air force said they do 
not update their aging fleet of VIP air- 
craft with every piece of new equipment 
because they do not have the money. 

“We have to prioritize where we 
spend our dollars.” said General Orin 
Godsey , safety chief for die air force. • 

If the air force installed all the new 
safety devices required by the FAA, 
“we wouldn’t have money to spend for 
anything else,” he said. “What’s the air 
force’s mission? It’s not to be a civilian 
commercial airline. We have competing 
priorities, and the No. 1 priority is the 
wartime .nission.” 

With the exception of Air Force One 
and one small business jet, the air force 
VIP fleet does not cany such FAA- 
mandated safety equipment as systems 
to warn of potential collisions in the air. 
And the air force is delaying installation 
of wind-shear detection systems and 
navigation equipment that uses a net- 
work of 24 U.S. military satellites to 
pinpoint a plane's position. 

The air force’s Special Airlift Mission 
fleet has an enviable safety record, which 
both militaty and private aviation spe- 
cialists say is a tribute to air force pilots' 
training and the studious maintenance of 
the planes over decades of use. 

Even critics of the air force acknow- 
ledge it runs a safe operation. But they 
say it makes them nervous that the ser- 
vice responsible for ferrying many of 
die nation’s top officials chooses to ig- 
nore technology developed in response 
to civil aviation disasters, and that has 
proved itself by preventing others. 

Donald D. Engen. a retired U.S. Navy 
admiral and aviator who was FAA ad- 
ministrator in die mid-1980s, said he 
finds it unsettling that the Pentagon is 
often m the forefront of developing new 
navigation and safety equipment, but 
sometimes fails to put it in its own 
aircraft. 

“I really don’t understand that,” Mr. 
Engen said. 

There are no indications so far that 
die plane carrying Mr. Brown — the

They 
are equipped with every safety appli- 
ance available. 


With the approach of the one-year 
anniversary of the explosion' of 
homemade truck bomb that killed 168 
people and wounded more than 400 
others in Oklahoma, American law-en- 
forcement officials are acknowledging 
that they are on an unusual alert for any 
signs of terrorist activity that day. 

For the public at large, they offer a 
discordant mix of recommendations: 
Do not worry, treat the day like any 
other working day but do be aware of the 
date, keep an eye out and report any 
suspicious activity immediately. 

The tightest security will be ai federal 
buildings, though many of the measures 
that will be in effect there — more 
security officers, metal detectors, cam- 
eras, mandatory identification badges, 
concrete banners and parking restric- 
tions — are now everyday procedures.

The Bench: No Issue 

WASHINGTON — Conservatives 
are hoping to use a ruling by a Clinton- 
appointed judge in a New York drug 
case to make the president’s judicial 
appointments a key campaign issue. It 
is going to be a tough go. Even in the 
1960s and ’70s, when the judiciary 
was remaking the country, voters ten- 
ded to see judicial appointments as a 
second-tier issue, at best. 

It is going to be hander still to rev up 
interest in 1996. Unless a strange kilter 
virus hits the federal bench, the ju- 
diciary could well remain mostly Re- 
publican even if Bill Clinton is re-elec- 
ted. 

That is because 57 percent of the 
nation’s judges are Reagan-Bush ap- 
pointees. While some may retire in the 
next four years, many of the vacancies 
Mr. Clinton would be likely to fill are 
Carter appointees, along with some 
Nixon and Ford picks. 

Liberal Democrats complain that, 
while Mr. Clinton's selections are 
more liberal than Ronald Reagan’s and 
George Bush's, they are more con- 
servative than Jimmy Carter’s, so the 
bench is hardly more liberal than three 
years ago.

> MOSCOW —At age 22. Galina Mar-

The son of a Holocaust survivor, Mr. 

36, says die bode is a pi- 
oneering work because it disproves the- 
ories that the Holocaust was the work of 
sadistic Nazis or frightened Germans 
simply carrying our orders from above. 

Tne German reviewers, all historians 
and well-known commentators, say the 
book rehashes discredited theories 
about the Nazi era and has little original 
research behind it 

Most historians long ago discarded 
postwar views about inherently evil 
Germans, die reviewers said, concen- 
trating instead on die tragic effect that 
racist ideology had on a society that had 
been weakened by hyperinflation, de- 
pression, a wartime defeat and political 
radical izati on. 

"Goldhagen’s book has little to do 
with scholarship and proof," wrote 
Frank Schimnacher, cultural editor of 
the Frankfurter Allgeraeine. "Goldha- 
gen is making a myth out of the Holo- 
caust. If you believe the book’s thesis, 
the Germans* path into the 2lst century 
can only be viewed with skepticism and 
fear.” 

The wave of unusually prompt and 
hostile reviews faulted Mr. Goldhagen 
for not comparing Nazi genocide to 
more recent cases of mass murder in 
Cambodia, Rwanda or Bosnia and for 
not studying the motivations of the 
Poles, Ukrainians and others who 
helped the Germans slaughter the 
Jews. 

Several reviewers wondered why 
such a sweeping indictment of the Ger- 
mans was attracting attention in the 
United States. 

‘ ‘Maybe this reflects an unease many 
Americans have about a reunited Ger- 
many," Volker Ullrich said in the 
weekly Die ZeiL 

"If you want to get heard in the fierce 
media market of the '90s, you need 
gaudy theories,” Norbert Frei wrote in 
dismissing the book as a media event 

Mr. Schimnacher bemoaned in the 
Frankfurter Allgemeioe the fact that 
what he called an academic study with 
such shortcomings could arouse atten- 
tion in the United States. 

"Goldhagen’s book leaves questions 
unanswered, including one about the 
intellectual condition of a society that 
considers such theories to be intellectual 
progress.” he wrote.

Italy’s Voters Face Scare Tactics 

Final Week Before Voting Is Off to Tumultuous Start

ROME — The final week of Italy’s 
election campaign opened Monday in a 
flurry of ideology and insults as the two 
main political blocs battled in a contest 
that could leave the country in turmoil. 

With little to distinguish their 
policies, the center-right and center-left 
alliances turned to scare tactics to try to 
lure millions of undecided voters in 
Sunday’s general election, Italy’s third 
in four years. 

Silvio Berlusconi, a former prime 
minister who is leading die center-right 
Freedom Alliance, beat the Cold War 
drum with an attack during the weekend 
on the rival Olive Tree bloc and its main 
force, the former' Communist Party, 
now known as the Democratic Party of 
the Left 

Mr. Berlusconi’s rhetorical question 
whether Italy would ever have a truly 
free election again if the center-left won 
was denounced as electoral te r rorism by 
his rival for the prime ministry, Romano 
Prodi. 

It also worried Mr. Berlusconi ’s chief 
ally. Gianfranco Fini, whose hard-right 
National Alliance Party still has to shed 
all its associations with the legacy of 
fascism in Italy. 

Leo Valiant, a pro-Olive Tree life 
senator, said fascist methods could re- 
turn if the center-right won and the Na- 
tional Alliance, as many opinion polls 
indicate, took a large share of the vote. 

He called Mr. Fini’s conversion to 
democracy credible but said that his 


followers were still diehard fascists. 
“For 50 years they have claimed loyalty 
to fascism and its most ferocious period, 
the time wben it was allied ami sub- 
servient to Nazi Gennany,” Mr. Valiani 
told the newspaper Coniere della Sera.

On Dying in America: 
A Quiet Revolution

\XTASHINGTON — 

. ’ Thanks to two court de- 
aaoM, the people of the 
United Slates are hurtling 
®wi a road they did hot 
choose and have grave doubts 
about pursuing. Tbe de- 
ctsioiis. by the 9th U.S. Circuit ' 
Couit of Appeals on the West 
Coast and the 2d Circuit on 
“*e East Coast, abruptly 
shuck (town laws prohibiting 
doctor-assisted suicide. 

It all happened without a 
cull national debate, without 
any consultation of patients or 
doctors. These jodg«aecuted 
there ought not be a national 
dialogue on what is twe of the 
most difficult ethical, moral 
and practical -dectnabs con- 
fronting modern medicine. 
They were sure they knew 
better than the rest of us. 

What needs to be recog- 
nized is that this is not some 
small legal step. These de~ 

I cisions. if kept in force, will 
revolutionize, the way we 
Americans think about dying. 
They will hugely increase the 
pressures on toe very in to 
agree to kill themselves, ut- 
terly transform the relation- 
ship between doctors and pa- 
tients and create gaping 
loopholes for abuse. 

It is especially drilling that 
t hese d ecisions come up as the 
country is moving rapidly into 
managed-care health plans 
where all the incentives are to 
cut costs. What easier way to 
cut costs than to create subtle 
pressures an patterns to kill 
themselves? Of course there is 
no managed-care plan out 
there feat would ever 
do such a thing consciously — 
one hopes so, anyway. 
But as medical care for the 
very fll becomes more and 
more expensive, it is naive to 
pretend feat such pressures 
wtD never arise. 

That is why those who call 
themselves liberal should not 
rush to the cause of assisted 
suicide just because the battle 
flag of “a liberty interest” 
has been raised. One of the 
most badly needed protec- 
tions in America's increas- 
ingly complicated health sys- 
tem is to insulate hxtividnals 
from bureaucratic pressures 
when they make die hardest 
decisions of them lives- . . 

Many , doctors vigorously 
oppose assisted suicide pre- 
. cisely because they want their 
own missions to remain clear 
and unequivocal. The Amer- 
ican Medical Association 
worries that assisted suicide 
is “fundamentally incompa- 
tible with die physician’s role 
as healer and care-giver." 
Medicine is, as the medical 
edricist Leon Kass put it, “an 
inherently ethical activity." 
The doctors we admire most 
are those who keep their eth- 
ical obligations in the fore- 


front. We ought not transform 
their ethical role without de- 
bating what such a change 
would mean. This choice can- 
not-be tfarost upon us, of a 
sadden, by courts claiming 
higher ethical wisdom. 

The confusion created 
when judges decide this issue 
by fiat is illustrated by the fact 
that the two courts readied 
their decisions for entirely 
different constitutional rea- 
sons.

cide violated the 14th

“ecpial protection" a chilling 
twist It is a terrible leap to 
declare that withdrawing sup-

would otherwise have died, m 
the second, we are taking act- 
ive measures to k£U people.

Mr. Pfaff argues that Ser- 
bia remains "in essential 
structures" a democracy. 
However, the only evidence he 
includes to support his claim is 
that elections are conducted 
and there is a Parliament. 

Voting is only one illustra- 
tion of democratic organiza- 
tion and it is far from the most 
obvious, indicator of actual 
representation- Many of those 
occupying,, seats., jn Serbia;' sj 
Parliament are there as a result 
of coercive measures that re- 
moved voices of opposition in 
1990 and 1991. The fact that 
the institution of Parliament 
exists says little about the 
manner in which it functions. 

Mr. Pfaff ignores other 
measures of democracy that 
are surely much more impor- 
tant For example, one can 
question the extent to which 
there is truly an independent 
judiciary in Serbia. The at- 
tempt to prosecute declared 
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war criminals in Serbia- 
Montenegro revealed feat fee 
judiciary is still very much 
an instrument of Slobodan 
Milosevic’s demagoguery. 
Those tried were simply 
President Milosevic's ad- 
versaries. who were to be 
purged through legal means. 

Mr. Pfaff is correct to note, 
however, that Serbian voters 
do share some responsibility 
for what Mr. Milosevic has 
done in their name.

On the second floor of 70 
Mulberry Si. in Chinatown is 
a small facility known as the 
Museum of Chinese in the 
Americas. One of its current 
exhibitions is "Fly to Free- 
dom: The Art of the Golden 
Venture Refugees.” 

Most of the men and wo- 
men who were arrested when 
the ship ran aground are still 
incarcerated, awaiting adju- 
dication of their requests foi 
asylum, which are being pro- 
cessed at a tortuously slow 
rare. They are being held at 
various detention centers 
around the country. Many of 
the men were sent to the 
York County Jail in York. 
Pennsylvania. It is their 
works of art. elaborate paper 
constructions initially created 
to alleviate boredom and to 
provide tokens of gratitude 
for attorneys working pro 
bono on their behalf, that are 
on display at the museum. 

These are nnt ordinary art- 
works. They are dreamlike ex- 
pressions of extreme social 
and cultural isolation painstak- 
ingly fashioned from objects 
commonly available to in- 
mates. As the museum's ex- 
ecutive director. Winston 
Dong, explained, that means 
toilet paper, towel threads, 
magazines, writing paper, pen- 
cils. pens and magic markers. 

The theme throughout is 
freedom. Some of the detain- 
ees have said they fled China 
because they were being per- 
secuted for participating in 
pro-democracy demonstra- 
tions. Others said they had 
been denied religious free- 
dom because they were 
Christian. Some said they had 
violated China's one-child- 
per-couple family planning 
policy, and were afraid they 
would be involuntarily ster- 
ilized and perhaps im- 
prisoned. Some, no doubt, 
were economic refugees. 

The United Slates is still 
the finish line in the race for 
opportunities of every kind. 

No one who boarded the 
Golden Venture ever ima- 
gined that he or she would 
spend nearly three years in the 


maddening confines of an 
American jail cell. At York, 
the men did the best (hey 
could wife fee endless hours. 
They began to tear small 
pieces of paper and fold them . 
into various shapes. They 
worked and reworked the pa- 1 
per into simple figures, pine- - 
apples, for example, and then 
more complex figures, like 
eagles, which they called 
"freedom birds." 

The pastime caught on. 
The men were not allowed, 
sharp objects like knives or 
forks. They used magazine 
inserts and plastic spoons to 
help shape their construc- 
tions. Eventually they were 
entrusted with glue and chil- 
dren's scissors. They worked 
a dozen hours a day or more. ■ 
creating ever more complex 
and symbolic works. 

Visitors to the museum 
will see birdcages wife free- 
dom birds trapped inside, and 
a Statue of Liberty made from 
toilet paper, cardboard and 
magic marker, and a cheerful 
foot-and-a-half-high model ' 
of the Golden Venture, which 
in reality was a decrepit ves- 
sel with little in fee way of 
rations and just one toilet for 
some 300 people. 

The plight of the Golden.. 
Venture refugees led to the 
creation of a support group in 
the city of York called the. 
People of the Golden Vision. It ■ 
is an odd alliance. Many, if not ' 
most, of the members of the 
support group are politically 
conservative. They might be 
expected to be deaf to the pleas 
of illegal immigrants. 

But the complaints of the 
Golden Venture refugees 
center on issues that resonate, 
with American conservatives 
— forced abortions to limit 
fee size of Chinese families, 
the crackdown that followed 
the Tiananmen Square upris- 
ing. the harassment of 
Chinese Christians. 

A few of the refugees have 
been granted asylum. Some 
have given up and returned to 
China. Those who are still im- 
prisoned, fee majority, have 
become increasingly discour- 
aged. even despondent De- 
pressed. the men in the York 
County Jail have slopped mak- 
ing their paper constructions.

P ARIS — It sometimes 
seems that the essen- 
tial Russian condition 

is exile. Russians fled 

tyranny (or were expelled) and 

religious oppression, they fled 
intellectual boredom ana so- 
cial provincialism. Aristocrats 
and artists often wait to 
France, bringing with them 
the ornate and rati font art of 
Russia, notably in the form of 
theatrical costumes, and its ex- 
pansive and opulent manners. 

During the 19th century, 
there were many aristocratic 
marriages between Russians 
and French; Paris had its great 
Russian salons, and the ac- 
companying assortment of 
■• write r s , painters and, not least, 
spies. Despite the great chasm 
between Western societies and 
Russia, the fashion and art of 
the West are inseparable horn 
the influences of St Peters- 
burg. Russomania swept 
France more than once. 

: How curiously tender- 
hearted could be that Rus- 
feomania — in spite of the 
’Napol6onic wars — can be 
seen in a jewel of an exhib- 
ition at the Mus£e Camavalet, 
■the Paris historical museum, 
'with input from the Tretyakov 
Gallery in Moscow. It starts 
With the occupation of Paris 
fry the cossacks of Alexander 
I, who himself entered the city 
With the king of Prussia on 
March 31, 1814. 

French and Russian artists 
■portrayed die Russians biv- 
ouacking on the Champs- 
Etys£es (a little wood not far 
from what is now the Place de 
la Concorde) and the bearded 
giants in their colorful uni- 
forms visiting the ladies at the 
Palais Royal. Other works, 
both whimsical aid uplifting, 
show the Russians reluctantly 
saying good-bye. In one. a 
soldier rides a crayfish, which 
of course moves backward. 

And so here is a Franco- 
Russian slice of the century 
through clothes, fads, souven- 
irs (from “imperial” soaps to 
commemorative fans) and ca- 
ricatures (good-natured, ex- 
cept during the Crimean 
‘War), as well as portraits and 
scenes of Parisian life, mostly 
frivolous — interestingly de- 
scribed by Brigitte de 
Moatdos in the catalogue. 

■ “We are quite fashionable 
here,” Victor de Balabine. the 
secretary to the Russian fon- 
bassy from 1842 to 1852, 
Jwrote in his diary, “and the 
Russians today, the French 
•say, are file English of 1830.” 
‘At the same time travel books 
land the fictioaof dveComtesse 
-de Sdgur (n£e Rostopchine), 
for example, made muzhiks — 
.particularly their clothes, 
which in Madame de S6gur's 
i“G6n£ral Dourakine” are 
•-called bine bathrobes with red 
'.belts — fashionable, semi- 
imytirical characters. 

After the Napoleonic de- 
feat, French pleasure gardens, 
•already renowned for fire- 
works and music, were taken 
■over by the montagnes russes 
'craze. By 1818. there were at 
least seven of these early 
rolfer-caastens (people in 
■small carts were hurled down a 
kmg carving slide into a pool) 
in and around Paris, from Rue 
Sand Lazare to BeDevilie. 

Saucy engravings show 
ladies rushing down the slopes 
trying to bold down their 
drosses (“An Indiscreet 
Zephyr, or die Charms of the 
Montagnes Russes”), or simp- 
ly landing unceremoniously 
oq their behinds. 

Under the Second Empire, 
Russian women were an im- 
portant part of the fashionable

brouhaha around the Empress 
Eugdnie. who was painted so 
flatteringly by Winterhalter — 
among them Madame de S6- 
gur's daughter Nathalie; 
Sophie TroubetskoZ, who be- 
came Duchessede Moray, and 
Varvara Rimsky-Korsakov. 
wbo came to the Tufleries ball 
in 1866 rather scantily dressed 
as Flaubert’s Salammbd. 


T HE love and suspi- 
cion between the 
Russians and the 
French is curiously 
rendered in die highly moral 
and sometimes sadistic chil- 
dren's stories of Madame de 
S6gur (her father was governor 
of Moscow when it burned in 
1812). She defends religious 
tolerance — she was a convert 
to Catholicism — condemns 
Russian attitudes toward Poles 
and the pervasive climate in 
Russia of police spying and 
denunciation, and praises the 
way the French refrain from 
flogging their servants. 

Indeed, one of the things the 
Russians borrowed from the 
Bench was a taste for free- 
dom. A number of the Decem- 
brists — who plotted against 
Nicholas I in 1825 — ted been 
in France in 1814 and 1815. 
and those who were lucky 


enough to be beyond the 
vengeful reach of the czar — 
like Nicholas Turgenev, who 
was in England — mostly fin- 
ished their lives in France. 

This amusing exhibition, 
which also looks at how Rns- 
sian painters portrayed Paris 
life, aid at the building of the 
Church of Saint Alexander 
Nevsky on what is now Rue 
Daru, ends with the Frencb- 
Russian celebrations sur- 
rounding the visit in 1896 of 
Nicholas and Alexandra, who 
laid the first stone for the Foot 
Alexandre EL 

There is a photograph of 
Nicholas leaving the Louvre, 
with that unmistakable pale, 
bearded face, as well as a lot 
of ashtrays and other nice- 
looking junk that was sold at 
the time of the imperial Visit- 
History marched cm with 
combat boots. 

In die run-up to the Re- 
volution, die Russian condi- 
tion was for many an exten- 
ded flight into exile across 
that vast country that drew 
together artists and revolu- 
tionaries who stopped here 
and there, forming temporary 
colonies and salons. 

Behind more than a few 
great artists there is a muse, 
and that is the way Vera. 


Stravinsky is remembered. A 
muse sounds like a celestial 
creature, but the work is 
pretty down to earth, a lot of 
standing by your man and de- 
veloping a professional 
frivolity that some women 
and notably die great salon 
hostesses have turned into so- 
cial genius. By all accounts 
this handsome woman pos- 
sessed just that. 

The beautifully illustrated 
“The Salon Album of Vera 
SudeQcin-Stravinsky” (Prin- 
ceton University Press), edited 
and translated by John E. 
Bowit. is a collection of col- 
orful drawings, portraits, 
poems and ephemera. These 
were written and drawn by 
famous and forgotten people. 
Futurists and Symbolists in 
her scrapbook, in the various 
places of exile where she lived 
with die artist and stage cos- 
tume designer Sergei Sudeikin 
(her third husband), from Fet- 
rograd to Paris before and after

formed by today's National 
Weather Service. 

A Seattle-based nonfiction 
writer, Laskin approaches his 
subject with an infectious en- 
ergy. The United States, he 
writes, is a weather buffs 
paradise, a country “blessed 
and cursed with the most and 
greatest variety” of extreme 
conditions on Earth, seeing in 
a normal year hurricanes, bliz- 
zardsand the world’s most nu- 
merous and destructive tor- 
nadoes. “I am awed by the 
weather. Its beauty. Its power. 
Its infinite variability.” 

What Laskin is after, 
chough, isn't another compil- 


ation of fan-boy data about 
cumulonimbus stacks. Instead 
he’s interested in how the 
weather, and our perceptions 
of it, have shaped our history. 
As he points out, the first 
Americans were able to come 
here from Asia thanks to 
weather: namely, the long 
deep freeze of the last ice age. 
As the advancing icecap grew 
and locked up ocean water, 
sea levels dropped sufficiently 
during two long glacial peri- 
ods to form the Beringia land 
ass, making it possible for 
Homo sapiens to hoof it across 
the Bering Strait and even- 
tually spread throughout 


North and South America. 

Less convincing is Las- 
kin’s contention that Euro- 
pean exploration of the New 
World might have been 
spurred by the so-called 
"Little Ice Age.” a downturn 
of continental temperatures 
that occurred between 1430 
and 1850. “The people had 
become restless on their 
cramped, cloudy, snowbound 
continent,*’ be argues. “The 
edgy music of change was in 
the air. New trade routes. New 
science. New wealth. New 
World. Could it have been that 


the meteorological swings of 
the Little Ice Age drove Euro- 


tbe Little Ice Age drove Euro- 
pean mariners literally to the 
ends of the earth?” Could be; 
fait “new wealth” is probably 
more like it, since the whole 
thing started with Henry the 
Navigator in sunny Portugal. 
The great explorers quivered 
over imagined riches, not be- 
cause they needed an extra 
pair of long Johns. 

Laskin resumes speed with 
chapters on tire colonial, re- 
volutionary and westem-ex- 
panrioo periods. For pre-En- 
lighlenment New Englanders, 
he explains, fierce weather 
held a special tenor, for they 


believed it was the product of 
an angiy God. “ *' Weather, in its 
unpredictability, fickleness, 
and occasional majestic viol- 
ence,” Laskin writes, “was a 
perfect symbol of the Divine 
Will” He illustrates this 
“theological meteorology” 
with an account of a lightning 
storm that blew apart a church 
steeple in New London. Con- 
necticut, prompting the pastor 
to deliver a sermon with the 
unforgettable title “God 
Sometimes Answers His 
People by Terrible Things in 
Righteousness: A Discourse 
Occasioned by that Awful 
Thunder-Clap Which Struck 
the Meeting-House in N. Lon- 
don, August 31st 1735.” 

Laskin is at bis most con- 
vincing when he argues that 
tile Weather Service, no 
stranger to* criticism, more 
than earns its keep.

Satellite TV Finds Warm Welcome in Region

CAIRO — Karim Abdallah, 
who was working as an executive 
at Cable News Negworit during foe 
Golf War. remembers vividly die 
durst of the Arab world far the 
land of minule-by-minute news 
coverage that CNN provided dar- 
ing that conflict 

He remembers, too, how eagerly 
local broadcasters in Egypt and 
Bahrain agreed, when given the 
chance in die early days of the war. 
to pas die network’s satellite feed 
to their viewerc. 

The lesson was not lost on some 
influential Saudi businessmen in- 
terested both in an investment op- 
portunity and in gaming some con- 
trol over the distribution of 
information and entertainment to 
300 million AraUo-speakers across 
die Middle East and North Africa. 

"This triggered people's interest 
in die power of sase&ite television,' ’ 
Mr. Abdallah said. Over the last five 
years, three privately owned satel- 
lite broadcasting companies have 
begun targeting people around the 
world who speak Arabic. 

Borne aloft by several billion 
dollars of Saudi investments, to- 


gether they are transmitting 26 
channels, mostly to the Middle 
East and North Africa but also to 
Europe and the United States. 

So it was hardly surpris in g that, 
at die same time CNN’s ghostly 
images of aerial bombs or explod- 
ing Scud missiles were appearing 
on television sets in Cairo, a group 
of investors led by a Saudi busi- 
nessman named Walid Ibrahim — 
a brother-in-law of King Fahd — 
was starting the Middle Eastern 
Broadcasting Center, or MBC. 

Using Arabsat satellites oper- 
ated by a consortium of Arab state 
television companies, MBC started 
broadcasting news, sports and en- 
tertainment from London in 1991. 

Eventually, Arabic- language 
broadcasts could reach 16 million 
households with television sets in 
the Middle East and 10 million 
more in North Africa. 

In the process they are beginning 
to provide a homogenous — and 
decidedly secular — cultural ex- 
perience in a region most known 
for cultural and political divisions. 

Just as Muslim fundamentalism, 
with its deep distrust of foreign and 
secular influences, is challenging 
governments across the region, 
satellite television is opening it up 


to the rest of the world. In 1993. 
Arab Radio & Television, or ART. 
began broadcasting in Arabic and 
English from its headquarters in 
Fucino, in central Italy. It has added 
two channels a year since then, with 
offerings including films, chil- 
dren’s shows and spores programs. 
Mr. Abdallah left CNN to become 
ART’s executive vice president 

In 1994, another Italy-based sta- 
tion. Orbit Satellite Television & 
Radio Network, began transmit- 
ting 19 television channels to the 
Middle East. Two are Arabic-lan- 
guage channels; the rest use Eng- 
lish or French. 

These private satellite busi- 
nesses. along with government- 
owned satellite broadcasting sys- 
tems already running or being read- 
ied in a number of countries in- 
cluding Egypt, Jordan, Qatar and 
Saudi Arabia, are developing in tan- 
dem. Sometimes they work togeth- 
er — Orbit carries Jordan’s state- 
run service — but more often they 
are engaging in lively competition. 

“The next five years will bring 
very’ tough competition," said 
Mustafa Karkouti, an executive at 
MBC in London. The Saudi-

LONDON — Sweden's govern- 
ment announced a fresh, round of 
initiatives on Monday in its struggle 
to bring its budget into balance by 
1998. 

At the same lime, however, of- 
ficials slashed their forecasts for 
economic growth, imperiling the 
government’s recent pledge to cut 
unemployment in half by the end of 
the decade. 

"We would not be able to meet 
our budget goals without extra 
measures." said Erik A as brink. 
Sweden's new finance minister, in 
introducing steps that would bring 
permanent cuts in the government’s 
deficit of 8 billion kronor ($1.19 
billion) over the next two years. 

Those measures, with roughly 
two-thirds to come from spending 
cuts and a third from new taxes, now 
bring the total cuts in the deficit to 
126 billion kronor. 

The markets widely hailed the 
new steps as Stockholm's SX-I6 
stock index rose 23.56 points, to 
2 , 012 . 20 . 

In spite of the warm response, 
however, many economists ex- 
pressed doubts about the costs of the 
government's planned five-year 
drive to balance its books and about 
its latest installment in particular. 

"The budget now looks in reas- 
onably good shape," said Tomas 
Pousette, an economist at Nord- 
banken. “But if you are concerned 
about the economy’s long-term 
growth. I think that you would have 
had a different wish list." 

Many economists say the gov- 
ernment has so far relied too much 
on raising already-excepiionally 
high tax levels as a means to cut its 
deficit. Those new taxes, they argue, 
are taking steam out of a flagging 
economy. 

“Sweden is still left with the gov- 
ernment overspending and overtax- 
ing." said Ulf Jacobsson, director of 
the Industrial Institute of Social and 
Economic Research. Public-sector 


spending still accounts for nearly 60 
percent of Sweden’s gross domestic 
product, down from a peak of 70 
percent four years ago. 

Even in the near term, economists 
are beginning lo worry that in 
Sweden, as elsewhere across 
Europe, the cost of foe govern- 
ment's success in cutting its spend- 
ing deficit and in curtailing inflation 
will be high. The government an- 
nounced Monday that it has cut its 
official growth forecast in half, to 
just 1 .4 percent, a figure that many 
in the private sector regard as still 
too optimistic. 

A marked slowdown in the 
growth of Swedish exports, caused 
in part by a 10 percent rise in the 
krona this year, has now forced the 
government to pin more of its hopes 
on a turnaround in the depressed 
domestic economy as an engine of 
growth. 

But the prospects of that remain 
dim. Job insecurity is widespread, 
with official unemployment at 7.7 
percent, or 11 percent if those in 
siate-run training and job programs 
are included. Compounding the un- 
ease are cutbacks in the govern- 
ment's traditionally lavish transfer 
payments for everything from edu- 
cation to child benefits. 

In foe face of those developments, 
Swedish consumers have started 
saving intensely. Their savings rate 
now equals 8 percent of their dis- 
posable income — double the rate of 
the 1980s. when unemployment 
stood at only a third of current 
levels. As a result, many economists 
remain skeptical of foe govern- 
ment's hopes for a pick-up in con- 
sumer spending. 

The problem is exacerbated by 
unemployment trends. While the 
government forecasts show a con- 
tinuing fall in unemployment, many 
private-sector economists now be- 
lieve that it will actually rise slightly 
over the next year. That could lead 
to a dangerous spiral by touching off 
a new round of government spend- 
ing cuis and tax increases to finance 
rising unemployment benefits. . . .

Material Costs Erode Whirlpool ’s Net

in Europe. 

The appliance maker said its net in- 
come totaled $38 million in the quarter, 
down from $75 million in the like period 
a year ago. 

Revenue increased 4 percent, to $2.06 
billion. 

The earnings continue a string of dis- 
appointing results for the company, but 
the company has said it expects to im- 
prove in the third and fourth quarters as 
material and operating costs decline and 
as benefits from price increases occur. 

"Our operations, in total, should pro- 
duce solid, full-year operating improve- 
ment in 1996,” said the Whirlpool chair- 
man, David Whi twain. 


He said that the quarter’s results had 
been in line with foe company's ex- 
pectations. 

Whirlpool shares rose $1 lo close at 
$58,675. 

The company said it had gained market 
share in North America and achieved 
record North American operating res- 
ults. 

The European market, however, was 
sluggish. Whirlpool said its shipments 
were slightly higher there than last year, 
even though industrywide shipments de- 
clined about 2 percent- 

Whirlpool ‘s European units suffered a 
sharp drop in profitability because of 
rising material costs, competitive pres- 
sures and a consumer shift to lower- 
priced products. A series of current 
product introductions in Europe is ex- 
pected to help boost Whirlpool's margins 
there during foe second half of foe year. 


About 60 percent of the company's 
regional sales in 1996 will be generated 
by new appliance models that are more 
profitable than previous lines. In the 
meantime, foe company has announced 
or implemented price increases in sev- 
eral European markets. 

Earnings declined in Latin America, 
while sales improved in Asia, the com- 
pany said. Asian operations achieved 
sizable product-shipment and revenue 
gains, while planned quarterly operating 
loss was comparable to one recorded a 
year earlier, it added. 

Whirlpool is the world's largest 
maker of washers, dryers, dishwashers 
and other home appliances. It manu- 
factures products in 12 countries and

UBS Digs In for a Showdown 

Analysts Doubt Maverick Can Block Succession

1 ZURICH — Union Bank of 
Switzerland is said by analysts to 
be almost certain to defeat the chal- 
lenge by its largest minority share- 
holder, BK Vision AG’s chairman. 
Martin Ebner, at the annual meet- 
ing scheduled for Tuesday. 

. Mr. Ebner’s motions to block 
foe election of Robert Studer as 
UBS chairman and other UBS 
nominees to the bank’s board are 
likely to fail, although only, by a 
modest margin, analysts said. 

The meeting in a Zurich sports 
stadium is expected to draw about 
4,500 shareholders and comes six 
days after foe UBS board unan- 
imously rejected a merger propos- 
al by its aidwival CS Holding. 

UBS will need only a simple 
majority to defeat Mi. Ebuer at foe 
annual m eetin g, untiki* the two- 
thirds majority it needed and nar- 
row ! y failed to achieve at its meet- 
ing m November 1994 that was 
held to approve the introduction of 
a single-snare structure. 

“It is pretty certain that Ebner 
will be defeated on Tuesday, but h 
should still be a tight decision de- 
pending on shareholder turnout,” 
«aid Hans Kanfmarm, rfafcf analyst 
at Bank Julius Baer. 

Mr. Kaufinaim said “sentiment 
has changed” against Mr. Ebner 


among many large and small UBS 
shareholders following foe break- 
down of merger talks between 
UBS and CS Holding AG and be- 
cause of a growing perception of 
Mr. Ebner as a corporate raider. 

“I’ve been getting letters from 
shareholders who said they were 
initially supportive of Ebner, but 
now will vote for the UBS board," 
he said. 

One dealer at a Swiss bank who 
had previously felt that Mr. Ebner 
could garner enough votes to defeat 
Mr. Studer said be now believes 
that Mr. Ebner is almost certain to 
lose foe vote on Tuesday. 

He said UBS bearer shares had 
closed 10 Swiss francs lower, at 
1,274 francs, on Friday on spec- 
ulation that Mr. Ebner may begin 
selling his 5 percent stake in UBS 
if he is defeated at the meeting. 

“The market is now sure that 
Ebner will be defeated and could 
start selling off his shares,” be 
said. 

UBS shares were not traded on 
Monday. 

Christoph Biocher, the EMS- 
Chemie Holding AG chairman, 
who has close links with Mr. Ebner 
and is chairman of one of Mr. 
Ebner's investment funds, said 
that he expected Mr. Studer to be 
elected to foe UBS board. 


“Studer will be elected just for 
the simple reason of how the proxy 
system works in Switzerland." he 
said. 

Mr. Biocher also said Mr. Ebner 
may decide to sell his UBS stake if 
be is defeated at the meeting. 

Mr. Kaufmann said that even if 
UBS does prevail at the meeting, 
the bank will be forced to address 
Mr. Ebner’s criticism of UBS's 
low return on equity and seeming 
disregard to shareholder value. 

When UBS rejected the CS 
Holding merger, which could have 
led to as many as 20,000 job cuts, it 
cited financial and political reas- 
ons. That bolstered its opposition 
to Mr. Ebner. whose belt-tight- 
ening earnings proposals would 
also lead to job cuts. 

In newspaper interviews over 
the weekend. Nikolaus Senn, the 
retiring chairman, said he expec- 
ted Mr. Studer to win “comfort- 
ably.” He had previously forecast 
a “narrow” victory for Mr. 
Studer. 

Mr. Senn also repeated that CS 
Holding, parent of Credit Suisse 
and CS First Boston, would have 
been the wrong merger partner be- 
cause it has not finished integ- 
rating two Swiss banks it pur- 
chased in recent years.

Porsche Warns on German Sales

STUTTGART— Porsche AG re- 
ported on Monday a record monthly 
revenue figure, but foe sports-car 
maker warned that its sales within 
Germany were like to slump. 

The company, known formally as 
Dr. fog. h.cJ Porsche AG, said 
overall deliveries rose 33 percent in 
March from a year a^o. to a record 
2,095 units. The previous record for 
monthly vehicle deliveries was 
2,007 vehicles. 

Porsche’s preferred stock closed at 
850 Deutsche marks ($565.99), up 8 
DM. The common equity is family 
held. 

The company has said it expects 
sales to rise by 7 percent, to about 


18300 units in the year to July 31. 
from 17,268 in the last financial 
year. 

But Porsche said that a new Ger- 
man tax on company cars would hurt 
its domestic sales. The company 
took 15 percent fewer domestic or- 
ders in March than it had expected. 

“Porsche expects sales within 
Germany to fall sharply within the 
next few months.” the company 
said. Overall sales are rising, 
Porsche said, because of “an ex- 
cellent situation on export markets.” 
particularly in the United Stales. 

Hie company returned to profit in 
1995, posting net earnings of 2.1 
million DM, reversing a loss of 150 
million DM in the 1994 financial 


year, Porsche earned a profit of 10 
million DM in the first half of the 
current financial year.

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From Medieval Scholars to Today’s 
Travelers: European Universities 

U ntil the 12th century, no such institution as the general, students were expected to spend four or five 
university existed. A young European anxious to years studying the ‘‘liberal arts," which included 
improve himself intellectually had few choices, rhetoric, logic, metaphysics, moral philosophy and 


improve himself intellectually had few choices. 
He - European women would have to wait eight more 
centuries for access to higher learning - might report to 
an overcrowded school associated with a monastery or 
cathedral, or he might travel to a faraway city in search 
of a teacher whose fame had spread to reach the stu- 
dent's own home. If he followed the latter course, he ran 
the risk of being cheated and mistreated by the locals, 
who resented the presence of these suspicious and often 
rowdy foreigners in their midst. (The still-existing Town 
vs. Gown conflict is by no means a recent phenome- 
non.) The teacher’s position was no less precarious: 
There were no guarantees his fee would be paid. 

It was in this chaotic scenario that the first universities 
appeared, in the 1 2th century. An organized institution 
that provided better protection for all involved was 
needed. Associations of students and professors were 
formed, and regular classes, fee structures, entrance re- 
quirements and" diplomas were created. Thus the univer- 
sity was bom in Europe in a form similar to what we 
know today. Its structure has been copied by nations 
around the world. 

In the 12th century, 1 1 universities were founded in 
Italy, five in France, two in England and five on the 
Spanish peninsula. Germany had to wait until the 13th 
century for the opening of five universities, and Scot- 
land until the 15th century for three. 

The language of higher education was Latin and. in

Europe saw the development 

of its first universities in the 12th century. These institutions 
continue to attract full-time scholars 
but now also offer learning opportunities to those who 
wish to broaden their intellectual 
horizons without devoting themselves to year-round 

study. Travelers hungry for knowledge 

can appease their appetites while enjoying the capital cities 

and tourist destinations that are 
home to these venerable halls of learning. 


general, students were expected to spend four or five 
years studying the ‘‘liberal arts,*' which included 
rhetoric, logic, metaphysics, moral philosophy and 
physics, and, less importantly, arithmetic, geometry, as- 
tronomy and music. Once they had their bachelor's de- 
gree, they could spend another three years or so study- 
ing for a master's degree. Teaching experience was re- 
quired before admission to a doctoral program, which 
might last seven ex- eight years. 

While these early universities were, in theory, inde- 
pendent of papal authority, the Church kept a close 
watch on their activities and did not hesitate to interfere 
when it smelled a whiff of heresy. In the 14th century, 
the universities of Europe came under the aegis of the 
Pope, who had an interest in controlling the theology 
and suppressing any heresy that might come out of these 
influential institutions. 

Theology (also known as the “holy science’^ and phi- 
losophy continued to take precedence over scientific in- 
quiry throughout the 14th and 15th centuries. Astrology 
and alchemy were considered respectable disciplines, 
and medicine, while part of the curriculum of many uni- 
versities, was based as much on received wisdom and 
common sense as on empirical observation. The “me- 
chanical aits'’ and practical sciences were scorned by 
die universities, which by the 14th century each had 
schools nominally dedicated to the arts, medicine, law 
and theology. 

Emphasis was placed not so much on innovation in 
thought as on translation and interpretation of ancient 
texts: the writings of Aristotle and other Greek thinkers, 
the Roman law of Justinian, die Arabic texts on algebra 
and medicine. 

Today's wandering scholars still travel to these uni- 
versity centers, although they might be more interested 
in learning how to surf the Internet or how to describe 
the bouquet of a great Bordeaux than in finding a

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method for turning lead into gold or contemplating how 
many angels can dance on the head of a pin. Here is a 
look at some of the oldest universities in Europe and the 
programs they offer to foreign students. 


In the middle ages, if theology and philosophy was your 
thing, you went to the University of Paris, founded in 
1 170 and considered the most prestigious of all Euro- 
pean universities. Great luminaries in the field like 
Abdlard, perhaps better-known for his scandalous affair 
with HSloIse, applied logic to the study of the mysteries 
of faith. The great theological scholar and author of 
Snmma Theologica, Thomas Aquinas, Italian by birth, 
taught in Paris in the 13th century. 

Other great names who lectured in the French capital 
included the German Albertus Magnus, Aquinas's 
teacher, and the Scotsman Duns Scotus (an Oxford 
man), whose opponents unkindly coined the word 
“dunce” in reference to him and his followers. The

study of civil law, considered highly suspect by the 
Church authorities, was prohibited in Paris. 

The thinkers of the U niversity of Paris often found 
themselves in hot water with both ecclesiastical and civ- 
il authorities, and finally became independent of reli- 
gious and political control after the French Revolution. 
The stndent tradition of defymg authority con tinned, 
however, culminating in die student riots of 1968, after 
which the city authorities tarred over the Boulevard 
Sainl-Michel so that rebellious students would no longer 
have easy access to paving stones, favored as anti-police 
missiles by rebellious students throughout French histo- 
ry- 

The Sorbonne, now part of foe Univarsities of Paris, 
was founded in 125.7, and its pcesenl-day Cour de 
Langue et Qvilisatioo Rancaises attracts largennmbers 
of foreigners, who come for the glamour and bright 
lights of Paris as much as for the glory of the Bench 
language and civilization. The program offers classes in 
French as a foreign language and Bench civilization 
during the fell (October-January) and spring (February- 
May) semesters, as well as during the summer. Students 
can choose practical or preparatory courses of four, six 
or eight weeks, or an intensive 1 1-week corase, with 25 
hours of classes per week. A five-week intensive course 
is also offered in September. 

Everyone enrolled is welcome to attend afternoon 
confeinmces. wbose topics include Aspects of Contem- 
porary France, literature, The History of Ideas, Art and 
Aesthetics, Genoa! History, and Economic and Social 
Problems. 

• Special six-week courses for professors of Bench are 
also available, as well as advanced.courses in business 
language. While the Sorbonne does not have its own 
boosing facilities,' the Service d’Accaeil des Corns de 
Civilisation Bapgaue can help studente find accommo;

Bologna 

The University of Bologna, considered to be the oldest 
university in Europe, was probably founded in the 11th 
century, ft was the place u> study canon law, or the law 
of the Catholic Church, which bad been codified by 
Gratiao. a teacher there in the 12th century, as well as 
Roman, arrivil law. 

With 59,000 students today, Bologna continues to be 
one of Italy’s most important university centers. It par- 
ticipates in the European Union's Erasmus and Tempus 
programs, and prorides Italian courses for foreigners. 

Foreigners are also welcome to follow all the regular 
classes of the university in fareign languages, music, lit- 
erature. archaeology, history and all oilier disciplines, as 
well as to take part in research projects in the sciences 
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and die humanities, some of which benefit from EU 
funds. 

The university offers funding to associations of for- 
eign students for cultural activities. Special tutors are as- 
signed to foreign students from developing countries to 
help them integrate into the life of the university and the 
city.

The University of Montpellier’s renowned medical fac- 
ulty was founded in 1222, and was followed by faculties 
of arts and law. A papal bull promulgated by Pope Nico- 
las TV brought the three schools together to officially 
create the university in 1289. A faculty of theology was 
created at the beginning of the 15th century. In 1808, 
Napoldon I established foe faculty of sciences, which 
eventually became the University of Montpellier D, the 
school of science and technology. The university's 
Botanical Institute, whose marine biology center recent- 
ly underwent major renovations, dates back to 1889. In 
1970, the university was divided into three separate 
schools. 

The University Montpellier fU, the campus that non*

Escaped the Shark 

A Brilliant Round by Faldo 
Is Eclipsed by Norman’s Flop

A UGUSTA, Georgia — As he so 
often has. Nick Faldo saved his 
best golf for the last day of the 
Masters. And as he so often has. Greg 
Norman saved his worst. So Sunday, on 
a sultry afternoon at Augusta National, 
Faldo left with his third green jacket and 
Norman left with the most crushing de- 
feat in a career that has seen many. 

It was as shocking a reversal as this 
60-year-old tournament has seen, a col- 
lapse that rivals any in major cham- 
pionship history. Faldo's 67 for a 72- 
hole total of 276, 12 strokes under par, 
was a fine effort, borderline brilliant He 
three-putted just once all week, con- 
trolled himself beautifully and never 
wavered from his game plan. 

But for sheer gruesomeness, Nor- 
man's round of 78 — a round that turned 
a 6 -stroke lead into a 5-stroke loss — 
was truly frightful, like watching a head- 
on collision. 

Faldo. 38. walked out of it unscathed 
and smiling, victorious, his hands raised 
and his reputation ‘ as a major cham- 
pionship force restored. 

Head to bead, he had buried Norman 
again. He wore him down with con- 


gotten. But this Masters will be re- 
membered for Faldo’s brilliance just as 
much as for Norman's lack of iL 

These two men have defined one an- 
other before. This was a replay of the 
1990 duel in the sun between Faldo and 
Norman at Sl Andrews. Only the day was 
different. Thar happened on Saturday, 
when Faldo shot 67 and Norman shot 76 
and Faldo went on to win the British 
Open. 

“My true goal was to come in and 
have a really good showing and it would 
give me a good boost for the year," 
Faldo said. “I didn't know it was going

A well-boiled octopus can be hurled 
close to 100 feet, its rubbery purple 
tentacles waving, and will bounce and 
roll satisfactorily across the ice when it 
lands. A raw dead octopus is a smelly 
ball that will stick to fee ios on impact 
and often leave an inky stain. 

“They just splat" when not boiled 
properly, said Alphonse C. Amone, a fish- 
monger at the open-air Eastern Market 

For more than 40 years, Detroit 
hockey fans have lobbed dead octopuses 
onto the rink whenever fee Red Wings 
reach the National Hockey League play- 
offs. A record 54 octopuses hit the ice 
here in a single game as fee Red Wings 
lost last year’s NHL finals.

‘Trojan 9 Gold Unveiled

MOSCOW — One of the 
most famous archaeological 
finds in history, a stunning 
collection of gold from the 
site of ancient Troy, was un- 
veiled Monday. The gold, 
also known as ‘‘King Priam's 
Treasure" since its discovery 
by Heinrich Schliemann 
more than a century ago. had 
remained in the vaults of the 
Pushkin Museum for half a 
century since the Red Army 
lode it from Berlin.

A quadriplegic can be strapped onto it 
and swiveled upright to about 75 degrees, to 
reacquaint his feet with the weight of his 
dead limbs. “If you don’t keep working on 
your body, muscles atrophy," the man who 
had the gym built said. 

“Bones become brittle and unable to take 
weight All of this is in preparation for walk- 
ing, of course.'' 

Of course? 

Weil, yes. at least in die mind of Chris- 
topher Reeve, who sees certain success where 
others might find only doubts. The “Su- 
perman” star believes there will be a cure for 
his paralysis, and in anticipation of that day, 
when he plans to rise out of the wheelchair he 
now must steer by blowing into a tube, he is 
keeping fit with physical therapy. 

Since he broke his neck in a horseback- 
riding accident nearly a year ago. Reeve has 
become perhaps the most visible quadri- 
plegic ever. His desire to define himself not 
as a patient but as a person has carried him to 
an emotional Oscar-night appearance, and 
recently has led him into a health-insurance- 
reform fight on Capitol Hill, where a meas- 
ure he has lobbied for is scheduled to be 
introduced in the Senate on April 18. 

“Yes, it was terrible what happened to 
me," Reeve said. “But why should I be 
exempt? f had one very unlucky and un- 
predictable moment The choice is whether 
to wallow in self-pity and m usings about die 
past or to take a pro-active stance about the 
future." 

Reeve, his wife, Dana, and their 3-year- 
old son. Will, live in a contemporary shingle- 
sided farmhouse in this woodsy suburb. 
Gradually the house is being refitted with 
steel ramps and wider doors to meet his 
needs. Since there is no elevator to the 
second floor, he has been sleeping in the 
living room. He hopes to begin work soon on 
a wheelchair-friendly wing. 

Only a few years ago. a patient like Reeve 
would have lived out his days in a nursing 
home. But now, thanks in huge part to a 
portable ventilator that fits behind his wheel- 
chair, he is able to live at home. 

He said he still needs round-the-clock nurs- 
ing care in case his ventilator fails — as it did

twice the night before. He, his doctor and his 
wife were drawn into a battle royal with his 
insurance company when it refused at first to 
pay for the nurses, he said. “They said my 
wife can just stay home and do it," he said. “I 
tried to stay out of it, but finally I called and 
said. Think about how unfair It is to expect 
my wife to stay home 24 bouts a day.’ ” The 
insurer, which he declined to name, ideated. 

Reeve's life now is enormously complex. 
To get him to the Oscars, two months of 
meticulous planning were required. What 
worried him most was the risk that once on 
stage before a worldwide audience, his arms 
or legs might violently spasm. 

“My doctor said, ‘If you spasm it’s only 
human, it'll make people aware of what can 
happen to spinal-cord victims.' "Reeve said. 
"But it was not goiira to make me happy. It 
would make people feel sorry for me. ' 

As he rolled out of his dressing-room 
door, a bump triggered a spasm. Reeve 
flopped over at the waist and his arms and 
legs were left hanging. Aides repositioned 
him. and he went on without incident. 

“I sort of willed- myself to not have any- 
thing go wrong," he said. 


He appeared that night before millions as 
be does in his home, his blue eyes and square 
jaw as lively as in ihe movies, but attached to 
a body as Immobile as marble. His voice, 
thanks to the ventilator inflating his lungs 1 1 
times a minute, is clear and steady, with a 
slightly patrician tone. 

Before the accident. Reeve had helped to 
found the Creative Coalition, a social ad- 
vocacy group. He was also one of the most 
persistent celebrity lobbyists defending the 
National Endowment for the Arts. 

Now. be has turned to speaking on behalf 
of spinal-injury patients. “The more I can do 
things that! (fid in quote ‘normal' life, the 
better I feel," he said. He is on die board of 
the American Paralysis Association, which 
raises money for research. On May 13 he will 
be the host at a reception in Washington for 
another group promoting research, foe Dana 
Alliance for Brain Initiatives. The following 
day he hopes to meet with President Bill 
Clinton. Reeve claimed that if die govern- 
ment would commit $40 million a year to 
spinal-cord research — “a wing of one B-2 
bomber" — paralyzing injuries could be 
curable in 5 to 10 years.
